On May 2, 1974, an attempt was made to locate 
the "Defiance" in order that a judgment could be made 
regarding the feasibility of raising the vessel or of 
conducting a limited crime scene search as requested by 
Departmental Attorney LAURENCE S. MC WHORTER. 

The Port Everglades Towing Company, crew, LCU, 
equipment, divers and technicians furnished by the U.S. 

Air Force were utilized in the effort. The target area 
(previously furnished by the U, S, Coast Guard) and an 
area extending 1% miles out in all directions, was 
thoroughly searched for approximately seven hours. The 
sonar equipment carried over the side of the LCU failed 
to locate a target similar to the "Defiance". 

This information was telephonically furnished to 
MR. MC WHORTER on May 7, 1974, and he did not suggest 
continuing the search. 

Personnel on board the LCU consider the coordinates 
furnished by the U.S. Coast Guard to be accurate, 
especially in view of the fact that this position was 
plotted by two Coast Guard cutters and a helicopter. They 
pointed out that it could be that the ship traveled a 
considerable distance underwater before coming to rest 
on the bottom of the ocean and there could have been 
enough buoyancy in the tanks of the "Defiance" to cause it

Agency of the Federal Bureau of Investigation on May 20, 1977, 
and advised the water conditions at the bottom of the ocean 
in the area where the "Defiance" is located are not clear 
enough to permit suitable photographing or to conduct a 
crime scene seeurch. He stated he is monitoring the water 
conditions on a regular basis and will immediately notify 
the Cocoa Resident Agency when he feels a successful operation 
can be performed*

with negative results.

Oa June 17, 1977, COHN was contacted at his 
residence regarding the lease between Pied Piper Yacht 
Charterers, inc., and Saxe, Bacon. COHN stated that be- 
thought the lease was sQong the documents already 
furnished regarding the sale of the vessel from Fevitto 
to Pied Piper Yacht Charterers. However, he agreed to 
recheck his files for the lease and contact the New York 
Office of the FBI.

He advised he would notify the Cocoa Resident Agency of 
the FBI when the water is clear enough so that Agent 
personnel could accompany him when he attempts to get the 
photographs and conduct a crime scene search.

DETAILS: 


By letter dated September 27, 1977, the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation Office in Tampa, Florida, 
received a communication from KENDELL W. WHERRY, Assistant 
United States Attorney in Orlando. 

Mr. WHERRY advised that the investigation in 
this matter had been ongoing since June, 1973. Many hours 
have been expended by the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
endeavoring to develop facts to warrant a prosecution. Ur, 
WHERRY advised that after review of the information in 
reports contained in their files, it is concluded that this 
matter does not justify the furt’ier expenditure of Bureau 
manpower and resources. As there were no provable facts 
to support tiie return of an indictment, Mr. WHERRY suggested 
that our investigation be terminated and that he was closing 
his case .
